NEW  COMBINED  SHIPPING  LIST/CLAIM  FORM

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  DEPOSITORY  LIBRARIES  FOR 
USING  COMBINED  SHIPPING  LIST/CLAIM  FORM 

(All  claims  for  nonreceipt  of  publications  listed  on  a  Shipping 
List  and  selected  by  your  Depository  Library  should  be  claimed 
in  the  following  manner.) 

(1)  Please  indicate  title/s  being  claimed  by  circling  item  number/ s 
and  classification  number/s. 

(2)  .  Signature  of  librarian  authorizing  claim  should  appear  on  line 

provided  just  above  the  mailing  label. 

(3)  On  the  return  mailing  label p  clearly  print  or  tvpc  the  Depository 
Library  number,  the  Shipping  List  number,  and  the  Library  name 
and  address. 

(4)  Please  do  not  list  any  missing  items  on  the  return  label. 

(5)  Please  do  not  use  the  return  mailing  label  for  any  purpose 
other  than  claims. 

f6)      Forward  a  copy  of  the  Shipping  List  from  which  the  titles  are 
being  claimed  to  the  LIBRARY  DIVISION  (SIT)  address  provided. 

(7)      Please  make  and  retain  a  copy  of  the  Shipping  List  from  which 
you  are  claiming.

Latest  update  on  the  decennial  census!    As  you  know,  we  originally  intended 
to  offer  a  choice  of  microfiche  or  paper  format  for  the  distribution  of  most 
of  the  decennial  census  publications  that  were  being  issued  in  paper  by  Census. 
However,  after  examining  the  quality  and  size  of  type  on  the  initial  issue  of 
PC80-1-A,  Number  of  inhabitants,  we  are  concerned  that  the  quality  of  the  micro- 
fiche would  not  be  suitable  for  use.    Thus,  we  have  decided  to  distribute  ."II 
Census  publications  in  paper  that  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  is  issuing  in  pppcr, 
v/ith  the  exception  of  the  Block  statistics  mnps.    'Hie  series  which  will  be 
distributed  in  microfiche  only  are  PHC80-1,  Block  statistics  (text  and  maps); 
PC80-1-D,  Detailed  population  characteristics;  and  HC80-2,  Metropolitan  hous- 
ing characteristics.    All  other  Census  publications  for  the  decennial  censuses 
of  population  and  housing  will  be  distributed  to  depositories  in  paper  only.
